To get the funds to meet expenses
causod by the sickness and death of
a son, W. A, Newell, for 11 years deo-
puty postmaster of Grants Pass, took
money [from the money order fund
and today Is under arrest charged
by a post office inspector with em-
beszloment,

For several days E. J. Gallagher,
an inspector from Bpokane, has been
here Investigating the condition of
certaln of the post office funds, As
a result of the Investigation Mr. Gal-
Iagher last night mades complaint be-
fore United States Commisaloner Her-
bert Bmith, charging Newell with em-
bezziement. The complaint alleges
that the taking of cash from the
monoy order fund by Mr. Newell has
covered a period between June 390,
1913, and September 30, 1816. The
complaint does not set out the amount
of the embezslement, but the amonnt
Is understood to bé abont $520.

Arrested upon a warrant lssued by
|Commissloner Bmith, Mr. Newell was
arrnlgned hefore the commissioner
thin forenoon. He walved prelimin-
(ary examination, and bonds wers
placed at $3,000, Becauss of dIM-
‘.rnlts' in obtaining bondamen, the
(amount was later reduced to $1,500,
{and Mr, Newell Is now attempting to
irlllt' this,

[ Mr. Newell makes no denial of the
|merious charge that has been placed
[against him. He admits that he first
[took cash from'the fund more than
ithree years ago at the time of the
(Inst {llness of his son. At that time,
{he says, he took $200, expecting to
|replace it later through the sale of
|his home, He at Iater dates took
!lmmmll from $26 to $60 at a time,
ibut  oceasionally  replaced small
{amounts of the stolen cash. The
{§520, he mays, Is all the shortage
ilharo {s in the offce. Tnapector Gal-
iluhor Is still working upon the ac-
connts of the office, and declined to

| How he kept the amount of his
|shgrtage covered for more than three
years was explained to the Courler

anced with the cash in the money
order fund. For more than three
yoars the Inspeetoras have been fooled
by this false report, the uncovering
coming at last, it {s sald, when offi-
elals wired to the department to find
how much of A balance the report of
the local office showed In the money
order fund upon a certaln date, When
n discrepancy was found in the ree
port at Washington and the report
made here, Inapectors at once started
the Inveatigation, which reaulted in
the unearthing of the true condition.

During all of theao three and one-
half years Mr. Newell has kept ao-
count of the amount he owed Unole
Sam, and confidently expected, he
says, to make repayment. BEach
monthly and quarterly report has
been made to jibe with his jugeled
figures, and only recently had the fin-
ger of suspiclon turned toward him.
He tells a atofy of worry over finances
thatmust turn sympathy to him, He
had mortgaged his home and had
oven borrowed every posalble dollar
upon hia lite Insurance poMeclea to
send his strioken son to Colorado In
the hope of finding hoalth and
strongth for him, Then oame the
